Rector and Styron testified 
they* were fellow members 
wtlh Hutto in the United 
KUns of America and he re- 
ciiiiCed them to help him 
blow up the transmitters of 
tl^ California stations. They 
doejded not to go through 
wtUcUhe plot and voUfled the 
FWc they said.

ICPFA broadcast 9 Sep of phoned report from 
KPFK, Houston: ”He has a lo^ history of 

association with right wing organizations, 
principally the strongly racist States Rights 
Party, on which platform he has run for 
political office.”
